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ELECTION LX FORMATION 


Excerpt from the Rules of Election: Adonted hv the Ceneral Membership 
(To be attached to the official copy of the By-Laws) 


1) A Nominating Committee, consisting of at least three members, shall be 
appointed by the President. 


2) Nominating Committee members are permitted to run for office but only upon 
petition from the membership. The petition must be signed by at least five 
members and be presented to the Nominating Committee Chairman at least one 
month prior to the annual meeting to be included on the slate of nominees. 


3) Sevarate elections shall be held for each office: i.e., President, Vice- 
President, Secretary, Treasurer and Director. There shall be more than 
one nominee for each position to be filled. An individual mav not he 
nominated for more than one office. 


4) Nominations are to be announced at a Ceneral Meeting at least three weeks 
prior to the annual meeting. Nominations will be accented from the floor 
following announcement of the Committee's slate. Nominations shall be 
closed at the conclusion of this meeting. 


5) Only members who have previously indicated their willingness to run may 
be nominated for office. : 


6) No information on the Nominees is to be given out until one month prior 
to the Annual Meeting.- Only those members who have accented nomination 
will be announced. All others are to be kent confidential. -_ 


7) Nominees for each office shall be listed alvhabeticallv by call on the 
ballot and on anv nublished list. 


8) After the Nominations have been closed, the President shall appoint a 
Board of Flections, consisting of a Chairman, and two members. It shall 
be the function of this Board to supervise the elections at the annual 
meeting, carry-out the by-layvs and rules of the elections, and to resolve 
any oroblems associated with the election which are not covered bv said 
rules, 
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The December RLURB will carrv a complete list of candidates with profiles of 
those running for President and Vice-President. 


An Absentee Ballot, with instructions for its use, will also be published to 
provide an opportunity for all to vote.

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OUM'S LAW UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


In a surprise decision announced last Monday, the U.S. Supreme Court has ruled 
unanimously that Ohm's Law is unconstitutional. The ruling ends a seven-year lesal 
battle between the League of Radio Relaying Americans and the Anarchist's Radio 
Alliance over exclusive use of radio-related mathematical formulae. The Court 

upheld the ARA's-basic contention that Ohm's Law discriminates unfairly against 

tnose who do not understand radio theory and prevents their equal access to the 

alr waves. The formulae associated with Ohm's Law may continue to be used as long 

as they are not regarded as immutable physical rules. In the future, all mathematical 
relatiouships between voltage, current and resistance must be referred to as 
manifestations of "Ohm's Opinion".
